THE SHOWER COOLED OFF CHICAGO. 


It Caused the Thermometer to Drop from 
95 to 75—More Rain Promised. 

It was hot yesterday in Chicago, reaching 
95.2°, but it was not as hot as at Keokuk, Ia., 
where the festive thermometer crawled up to 
98°. Nor was it as cool after the afternoon 
rain as it was at Milwaukee the entire day. 
In the latter city the thermometer was lazy, 
the best record it made being only 82°. 

Just before the afternoon shower, and 
it was only a shower according to 
scientific measurement, the thermometer 
in the Signal Office here registered 95°, 
but during the prevalence of the blow and 
rain the little indicator dropped to 75°, just 
20°, and at 10 o’clock last night it had only 
advanced 2°, The wind as recorded by the 
signal officer during the shower was blowing 
from the southeest at the rate of precisely forty 
miles per hour, and at a late hour last night it 
had shifted to the west-northwest and was 
traveling at quite a moderate rate of speed, 
from which fact Sert. Frankenfeld sur- 
mised that the weather today might be 
cooler, with the possibility of a show- 
er during the day. The amount of 
rain that fell during the blow was only the 
500th part of an inch, while at Dubuque, Ia., 
the fall was over two inches. The rain was 
pretty general, but not heavy. Milwaukee, 
La Crosse, Green Bay, Sioux City, Des Moines, 
and Omaha were visited by refreshing show- 
ers. Dodge City and Concordia, Kas., also 
had showers, all of which, with the present in- 
dications of more rain in the above-mentioned 
sections, will largely contribute to relieve the 
dantaging drought of the last two weeks. The 
showers did not get into the corn belt proper, 
though present conditions are favorable for 
rain in that territory today. 

Officer Patrick Feeney of the Stanton avenue 
station, while acting as one of the escort in 
Officer Thomas Barry’s funeral, was over- 
come by the heat and was taken home. 

The heat registrations approaching that of 
yesterday for five years back were as follows:

SEVERE STORMS IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Numerous Localities Devastated by High 


Winds, Accompanied by Hail. 

Several localities in the Northwest were 
visited by violent wind-storms, accompanied 
by hail, yesterday, the greatest damage being 
reported from New Richland, Minn., where 
the loss is estimated at from $75,000 to 5150, 
000. A section of country forty miles long 
and ten miles wide was devastated. - All the 
uncut grain was destroyed by hail. The 
windows on the west and north sides of every 
building in the village were shattered. 

At Sioux Falls, S. D., the wind attained a 
velocity of sixty-five miles an hour, and hail- 
stones eight inches in circumference weighing 
two pounds fell with tremendous force. 
Thousands of panes of glass were destroyed 
and many buildings were otherwise injured. 
Trees and shrubbery suffered severely. A 
gon of Banker Avery was struck by a 
hailstone and rendered unconscious, but he 
was not dangerously hurt. The loss in Sioux 
Falls is estimated at $30,000. The storm in 
this region was confined to a small area, and 
the damage to crops is inconsiderable. 
Winona, Minn., was struck by a furious 
wind-storm during the afternoon and many 
buildings were unroofed, and the streets were 
blocked with uprooted shade trees. 

Considerable. damage was done at Spirit 
Lake, the Iowa pleasure resort, by wind and 
hail. Not a house in the town was uninjured, 
and it is feared that some of the boats on the 
lake were capsized and the occupants drowned. 

The drought in Central lowaand Eastern 
Kansas was broken by heavy rains during the 
day and the temperature somewhat lowered. 
In some places the showers were of great ben- 
efit to the crops, but in others they were past 
all help. Rainfall was general throughout the 
Sulte of Wisconsin, but the terrible heat 
shows no signs of abatement. Showers are 
also reported from several portions of North- 
ern Illinois. 

Lesterday was the hottest of the year in 
many parts of the country. The highest tem- 
perature reported was at Vandalia, III., where 
the mercury reached 105° in the shade. The 
crops in that portion of the State have been 
ruined by the drought, and cattle are suffer- 
ing for water. 

Unless rain comes soon the corn crop in 
many parts of Indiana will be past all help. 

In Southern Ohio the heat was the worst ex- 
perienced in several years. At Cincinnati a 
slight shower fell about noon, which cooled 
the atmosphere for a short time, but the re- 
lief was only temporary. At Lima the ther- 
mometer registered 108°, and vegetation was 


badly burned.

WAS BURNED TO DEATH. 


LITTLE CHARLIE KRUDER ROASTED 
ALIVE IN HIS FATHER’S BARN, 


His Parent’s Frantic Efforts to Rescue Him 
Narrow Escape of an Aged Couple 
from the Flames—Boys Playing with 
Matches Cause the Blaze—Two Stores 
Destroyed and Other Property Dam- 
aged—The Loss Estimated at $10,000. 

A destructive fire, the result of allowing 
children to carry matches, broke out in the 
rear of the premises of John Kruder, No. 430 
North avenue, at 3 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. One human life was lost, two horses 
burned to death, and $7,500 worth of prop- 
erty destroyed. During the afternoon several 
little boys, none of them over 12 years of age, 
were playing in the frame barn inthe rear of 
the grocery store at No. 430 North avenue, 
and to vary the monotony of their sports tried 
to ascertain who could hold a burning match 
in his fingers the longest. Two horses 
were tied in their stalls and a quan- 
tity of hay and straw lar scat- 
tered about the floor. One little 
fellow, the grandson of the owner of the prop- 
erty, fell asleep and the other children kept 
on playing with the matches. But a few 
minutes elapsed when the hay and straw was 
ablaze. The boys ran out, leaving their little 
companion, Charlie, asleep. It was but the 
work of a moment for the flames to entirely 
envelop the small, one-story frame structure, 
and, fanned by the winds, but a leap to com- 
municate to the stores in front. 

An alarm was quiekly turned in, and this 
was followed five minutes later by a second 
call for help, and finally a third. The wind 
came in strong puffs from the south, and by 
the arrival of the last four engines the fire had 
succeeded in doing its work on Nos. 428 and 
430 North avenue. 

When the police and firemen arrived they 


was inside the burning cottage. The police 
and firemen rushed into the house, groped 
around in the smoke and through the terrific 
heat, but the little boy could not be found. 
The firemen remained in the house making 
the search until the flames drove them out 
again. Several of them had singed hair and 
were considerably scorched when they left 
the house. 
Sees His Son Roasted Alive. 
But it was afterwards learned that the little 


boy was not im the house, but was 
in the burning shed at the time 
the firemen. were searching for him. 


By the time the first fire engines arrived 
Charles Kruder, father of the little boy, was 
told his son was in the shed. The flames were 
then seething and roaring and the heat intense. 
He made several framtic rushes to get inside, 
but the flames. would not permit, and after 
severely cutting his wrists in his vain endeav- 
ors he was forced to stand aside and witness 
the literal roasting to death of his only son. 

The fire communicated to the residence of 
Charles Kruder, which faces Weidling street. 
The yard adjoins that of his father’s at an 
angle, and the course of the fire was similar to 
a letter L, it starting at the point of the angle. 
Immediately adjoining the barn were two 
small frame cottages set in the rear of the 
lots. The nearest was badly burned and the 
furniture destroyed, Charles Kruder’s house 
to the west of the barn was also badly burned 
and the furniture damaged. Twelve engines 
were throwing streams on the different por- 
tions of the fire, and after a hard battle of 
over an hour and a half, during which time 
the buildings at Nos. 428 and 430 North avenue 
were destroyed, the fire succumbed. The fire- 
men’s efforts were given not a little aid by the 
copious shower which fell during the hottest 
of the fire. Scarcely had the ashes and burn- 
ing timbers become sufficiently cool to.allow 
of search being made, when the father of little 
Charlie Kruder began looking for his body. 
It was found without much difficulty. The 
entire top of the head was burned off. 


Two Stores Totally Destroyed. 


The stores on North avenue, as well as all 
the property burned, belonged to John 
Kruder and his two sons, Charles and George. 
The stores were occupied by R. F. Priest and 
son as meat market and grocery. Over the 
butcher shop lived John Kruder and his wife 
and adopted son, Robert, aged 12. Occupy- 
ing rooms adjoining was another family, a 
Mrs. Ion and five children, while over the 
grocery lived George Kruder and his family. 
All escaped injury, though it was a miracu- 
lous deliverance for the old man, whose 75 
years had rendered him feeble. He 
was coming down the back stairs, and had 
searcely reached the ground when the steps 
fell. His aged wife was completely pros- 
trated. The furniture in every houne visited 
by the fire was burned, and only in one case 
was there insurance on household effects. 

The fire communicated to the frame build- 
ings Nos. 428 and 430 North avenue, gwned 
by John Kruder, and left nothing standing 
but the front wall. His loss is $5,000 on them 
and $1,000 more on the sheds and contents 
and the house occupied by his son Charles, 
which was badly damaged by water. 

R. F. Priest & Son lose $3,000 on the stock of 
groceries and meats in the two stores which 
they had bought but a few weeks ago from 
Charles and George Kruder. The horse which 
was burned in the shed was their property. 

The building No. 601 Wells street, across 
the alley from the shed where the fire started, 
owned by Franz Temple, was damaged by 
fire and water to the extent of $1,500, and 
Gustav Kaiser, who runs a saloon on the first 
floor, loses $100. The occupants of the upper 
flats were away, but their losses are inconsid- 
erable. 

Ex-Police Officer William McAuley got his 
foot @ught in a line of hose and had his ankle 
broken. 

Probably 6,000 people were attracted to the 
scene of the fire during its progress, Lincoln 
Park being entirely deserted for the time 
being. The police had hard work in keeping 
back the crowds im order that the firemen 
might net be hindered in their work. It looked 
bad for the entire quarter section of the block 
at North avenue and Wieland street, but the 
firemen and the shower were too much for 
the flames. Upto the time of the departure 
of the fire engines little Robert Kruder, the 
adopted son of John Kruder, had not been 
found, and his disappearance caused his fos- 
ter parents much anxiety. But one body was 
found in the barn, and it is supposed the little 
fellow became scared and ran to some neigh- 
bor’s residence. 

South Water Street Blaze. 

Yerterday afternoon fire broke out in Karl 
Bros.’ commission house, No. 157 South Water 
street. After an hour’s hard fight the flames 
were extinguished. The building was com- 
paratively little injured. The loss on contents 
will not exceed $8,000. The firemen pitched 
the crates of fruit and vegetables out both 
rear and front windows, piling them up in 
the alley and on South Water street as high as 
the second story. A large crowd was attracted 
to the scene. No one knew the cause of the 


blaze.

Upon 
the occasion of a dispute with the man I pre- 
sumed was my father and in a moment of 
anger he told me I was not his child. This 
was a revelation to me and an unpleasant one. 
I left and came to Chicago to do for myself. I 
am at present with Lamson Bros., on the 
Board of Trade. I haye never since had any 
communication with the Michigan family, al- 

though they are awareof my whereabouts. 
Last Thursday, as you will see by the post- 
mark, I received a letter mailed here in Chi- 
cago at 2 p. m. that day. The writer of this 
letter claims to have stolen me when I 


was but three weeks old. Two years 
ago I recited several pieces at St. 
Luke’s Hospital and the writer 


claims that he was a patient in the hospital. 
He makes the present disclosures because the 
doctors tell him he can live but a few weeks. 
The letter refers to matters and dates in my 
life and impresses me as genuine, although it 
is anonymous, 

He speaks minutely of my parents. He 
says the Duchess de Sainte-Allainze of Nor- 
mandy was the mother of my mother, and 
that her ‘married life was a miser- 
able one, the Duke being notorious 
throughout Europe. After squandering his 
wife’s estate he instituted divoree proceedings 
and the Duchess with my mother, then a little 
child, fled to America. Soon after her ar- 
rival here the Duchess entered the Ursuline 
Convent, New Orleans, where she died five 
years afterward. My mother, Vittoria 


de Sanita, was brought up by the sisters until 


she was 18 years of age, when her great talent 
for music attracted the attention of 
the Mother Superior, who allowed 
her the choice of the convent or the world. 
She chose the latter and shortly afterward 
met and married my father, Claude Hector 
Rozaire, who was a Confederate soldier. The 
writer says my father was French only by ex- 
traction, his only claim being derived from a 
great-grandfather who was a creole. The 
marriage took place Oct. 6, 1863, at New Or- 
leans. 
The Marriage Certificate Inclosed. 

Here is the marriage certificate inclosed 
in the letter, which you will observe bears 
the names of two witnesses and the name 
of the officiating priest, Louis Bienville. 
Shortly after the marriage my parents 
eame north, going to Quebec. The 
writer says he was in love with my mother and 
never forgave her for marrying my father. 
He followed them te .Quebeo during 
the month of May following, and 
when I was but three weeks old he 
stole me from the nurse and took me to the 
south of Ontario among a community of 
Quakers. He gives the name of the family 
with whom he first left me, but I prefer not to 
mention it. | 

„After that he returned to Quebee to witness, 
as he says, ‘the result of his vengeance, 
which he says was unsatisfactory. He says fa- 
ther threw himself from the fort and killed 
himself, and he waited for my mother to be 
driven to the same despair, but she did not yield 
and soon after disappeared. He says since 
then he has never been able to find her and 
that the ‘walls of some convent alone could 
hide her from his vengeance.’ He says he has 
kept track of me. He says I can 
find no trace of him, but that if mother still 
lives she must know who committed the crime 
of years ago. He also details the circumstan- 
ces of my leaving Michigan, saying he wit- 
nessed my departure.“ 

What is your age, Mr. Rosaire ? 

„ thought I was 27 years old, but I see by 
this marriage certificate that I am a year 
younger. The writer relates one or two cir- 
eumstances of my personal life known only to 
those interested, as, for instance, he 
related the circumstances of my marriage and 
divorce when I was but 19 years old. It was a 
youthful folly I believed unknown. I propose 
now to return to the Michigan people and see 
if they can assist me in finding my mother. 
I have little means to prosecute ty search, 
but I shall do the best I can.“ 


ZEAR ANOTHER WAR IN SAMOA, 


The Natives Displeased at the Action of 
the Three Controlling Governments, 

Aria, Samoa, July 15.—Great dissatisfac- 
tion was expressed here last week both by 
foreign residents and loyal natives on the re- 
ceipt of the news by steamer from New Zea- 
land that America, England, and Germany 
had further delayed the appointment of a 
Chief Justice and President of the Munic- 
ipal Board and that the matter 
had been referred to the King of 
Sweden. The new Government of Samoa 1s 
little further advanced than it was two years 
ago, notwithstanding the fact that the Berlin 
Conference concluded its labors more than 
a year ago, and formed a treaty gwhich King 
Malietoa and the chiefs of Samos assented to 
last Feoruary. The only step which has been 
taken towards a new order of affairs is the 
recent appointment of a Collector of Customs 
by the three Consuls sitting as a Consular 
Board, and even this appointment does not 
give satisfaction. ‘ * 

Owing to the present unsettled condition of 
affairs in Samoa, and the apparent slight prob-

TWO PASSENGER TRAINS COLLIDE 
‘NEAR BEDFORD, IND. 


Two Men Killed and a Number Seriously 
Injured—The Fatalities Confined to the 
Employes of the Road—The Accident 
Said to Be Due to the Carelessness of 
the Conductor of the Seuth-Bound Train 
—His Life Threatened by the Brother of 
a Victim. | 

Brprorp, Ind., Aug. 8.—[Special.]—There 
was another disastrous and fatal collision on 
the Monon railroad seven miles north of here 

at 10:20 this morning. Passenger train No. 3, 

that left Chicago last night in charge of Con-

Conductor John Bems was in charge of the 
train, going north and was on time leaving 
here when the trains collided, while the south- 
bound train was six hours late. Conductor 
McDonald says he and his engineer agreed to 
sidetrack at Guthrie, three miles north of the 
wreck, for the north-bound train, and that he 
went to sleep and did not wake up until they 
struck. The strange fatality that is following 
up the change of management on this road is 
unprecedented in the history of railroads. 
The postal car of the south-bound train was 
completely telescoped in the express car.

The Victim Dies a Few Minutes 
Result of a Quarrel While Engaging in 
Target Practice on Halsted Street—Frank

STORY OF A THEATER WATCHMAN. 


Gauzy Tale of an Attempt to Fire Mc- 
Vicker’s. 

A story of an attempt to set fire to Mc- 
Vicker’s Theater is told by the night watch- 
man at the playhouse. The watchman 
pulls signals located in different por- 
tions of the theater at various 
intervals during the night. These 
signals are received in the American District 
Telephone company’s office on La Salle street. 
When the watchman misses any of these sig- 
nals an officer is sent over to investigate. The 
watchman missed the 2:30 signal yesterday 
morning. The officer who went over to inves- 
gate was told this story by the watchman: 

“T was going through the basement of the 
theater a little while ago. As I reached the 
forward end of the building and turned to go 
back I saw a small but bright chunk of fire at 
the rear end of the basement. As I ran for- 
ward I heard some one running away from the 
window that overlooks the alley on the east 
side of the theater. I put the fire out easily 
enough. It was a bundle of oil-soaked rags. 
After I had extinguished the blaze I went out 
into the alley, but could get notrace of the 
man who thrown the rags through the 
window.”’ 

Assistant Manager Sharpe of the theater was 
disposed to make light of the watchman’s 
story.

THE HOSPITAL INVESTIGATION. 


Two Reports to Be Submitted to the Coun- 
ty Board Today—Lively Fight Expected. 
There will be two reports from the Hospital 

Investigating Committee at the meeting of the

ment for such persons, in failing to exercise 
due supervision over the hospital nursing 
staff, etc. It is said Mr. Allen will further 
condemn the practice, which is in gross viola- 
tion of the rules, of allowing the members of 
the medical staff to take fees from hospital 
patients. He will point out that if patients 
are able to they ought to be in some other 
institution that intended for paupers. 
Then he will point out that the rules are 
strongly against such a practice. It is possi- 
ble that Mr. Allen’s report will be signed by 
Commissioner Green. 

President Edmanson of the County Board 
now regrets that he did not name a stronger 
worki committee.

But 
tariff had nothing to do with labor, and the 
thing to be considered was an opportunity to 
buy more for a dollar.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

If the exact statistics could be had of the 
amount of business being transacted it would 
show a list of totals that in many of the most 
important lines of trade was never surpassed. 
Business is active the whole country over, 
but here in Chicago seems to be the center of 
activity. The statement of clearings of the 
Chicago banks for July was a remarkable rec- 
ord and indicated a satisfactory state of gen- 
eral business. The clearings for July ex- 
ceeded those of a year ago by 30 per cent. 
Even the average monthly clearings for the 
first half of the year were exceeded by a large 
amount in this midsummer month. When it 
is remembered thatthe clearings for earlier 
months of the year were increased largely by 
stock speculation, while the stock market was 
at a standstill in July, it will be seen that the 
clearings come near being an accurate record 
of actual business. They were increased by 
no large special operations, such asthe pay- 
ment of several millions on account of the 
Brewery syndicate transaction in June. So 
far as the bank clearings may be depended on 
asa gauge of general business activity July 
may be set down as a phenomenal month. 

A canvass among the men who actually are 
doing the business fully bears out the statis- 
tical evidence of activity. In the dry-goods 
trade the business is reported larger than for 
the corresponding month in any previous year. 
Orders for classes of goods that usually 
stopped coming in May have kept up through 
the summer. The best feature of the activity 
is that the increasing sales are not the result 
of a disposition on the part of retailers to put 
in unusually heavy stocks, but seem 
rather to be only the supplying of 
the actual consumptive demand. The dry- 
goods trade is not alone. The trade 
in boots and shoes and in hardware is fully as 
good as m dry goods. The situation in boots 
and shoes, and particularly in the connected 
industry of the leather interest, is remarkably 
satisfactory. The movement that has rescued 
leather from the depressed situation it was in 
for months has been notably healthy and de- 
void of speculation. The increased demand 
has represented the actual wants of manu- 
facturers. The leather market has for several 
years been suffering from overproduction. 
That resulted in many failures a year ago and 
a consequent. curtailment of the output. At 
the same time the consumptive demand began 
to increase rapidly and the surplus stock was 
cut into steadily. This surplus is now well 
disposed of, and as a result better prices have 
ruled during the last month. The demand for 
leather has been so sharp that there has fol- 
lowed a marked advance in the price of hides, 
and that will serve as an additional reason for 
possibly still further advances in the price of 
leather. 

The admirable condition of the hardware 
trade, the local situation of which is reported 
by dealers to be particularly active, is but an 
attending incident of the situation which has 
warranted and induced the remarkable pro- 
duction which has been going on in all classes 
of iron. The production of iron was never 
before on a scale to compare at all with the 
present. The production of the furnaces 
shows a steady increase for several years. 
For the first half of the year 1885 the produc- 
tion fell short of 2,000,000 tons. There has 
been a steady increase from year to year till 
the record for the first half of "1890 leaped to 
over 4,500,000 tons. The increase is all the 
more marvelous in view of the fact that there 
is little new railroad building now in progress. 
The structural uses to which iron and steel are 
being put have revolutionized the iron busi- 
ness. The immediate situation of the market 
is fairly firm as to price, with a demand in 
many lines that cannot be filled for 
months. The mills are far behind in their de- 
liveries of structural iron. The demand for 
cast-iron water, sewer, and gas pipes is also 

far ahead of the ability of the foundries to 
supply. This demand is an incident of the 
real-estate activity. With the stocks of un- 
sold iron small and the demand for finished 
material fuily up to the huge proportions that 
have ruled for several months, the iron situa- 
tion has little in it that is unsatisfactory. 

About the only exception to the general rule 
of prosperity is to be found in the coal trade. 
The anthracite coal market is dull almost 
beyond precedent. The demand has been 
small and many of the companies have overrun 
greatly the allotment fixed by the associa- 
tion, and the result is much cutting in prices. 
Among the large operators little improvement 
is looked for either in the demand or in prices 
till after Sept. 1. The print-<cloth mills 
form another though not so notable an ex- 
ception to the general activity. It is expected 
| that about all the print mills in the country 
will shut down half of this month because of 
overproduction, there being now a surplus of 
660,000 pieces against 136,000 a year ago. 

It is true that the wheels of industry are 
turning at such a tremendous pace that con- 
servative people are apt to question if there 
may not be danger inthe speed, but there 
seems really little cause for apprehension. 
The people are buying heavily but they are 
paying for what they buy, and there is nothing 
to indicate that they are buying more than 
circumstances warrant. 


CANDIDATE WILSON AND THE FARMERS. 

Mr. Wilson, the Democratic candidate for 
State Treasurer, has started out a little too 
rashly on his campaign, and is trying to get 
farming votes by making statements to them 
which will not hold water. If he knows as 
little about figures as his remarks at Jersey- 
ville tend to prove, he is not fit to keep books 
in the State Treasurer’s office or anywhere 
else. Said he to his farmer hearers:

What warrant had he for such a statement? 
Absolutely none. The total mortgage indebt- 
edness of this State for 1887, as reported by 
the Board of Labor Statistics after a thorough 
investigation, was $402,000,000. Of this $20,- 
000,000 was chattel-mortgage indebtedness, all 
but two millions being in this county. The 
mortgages on lots footed up $238,900,000, of 
which all but $20,000,000 was in Cook County.

Most unjust if true, but is it? The taxes of 
the State in 1887 amounted to $30,900,000. 
They were for State, county, city, and town 
purposes and the registered bond fund. The 
sum of $14,600,000 of these taxes, or nearly 
half, was paid by the Countiesof Cook, Peoria, 
Sangamon, Kane, Will, Adams, and Rock Isl- 
and. The bulk of the taxes in those counties 


were paid by the people of Chicago, Quincy, 


Peoria, Springfield, Aurora, Joliet, and Rock 
Island. The taxes paid by the farmers in 
those counties did not begin to equal those 
paid by the residents of the towns and vil- 
lages in the nimety-five other counties of the 
State. What rank nonsense, therefore, to 


talk of the farmers paying 8 per cent of the 


taxes. 

That they are not having an easy time of it 
just now is true enough, but that docs not jus- 
tify a candidate in telling them that they are 
so much worse off than they really are in the 
hope that he may get a few votes by false pre- 
tenses. Mr. Wilson would do well to leave 
that business to Gen. Palmer, who is an ex- 
pert at it, and try to be honest and truthful in 
his talks. 


GOV. FIFER’S DILEMMA. 

A Springfield dispatch says that there are 
fears as to the constitutionality of the pro- 
vision in the World’s Fair bill regarding the 
submerged lands, and the Governor is 
considering whether it will not be his duty to 
veto the bill. The point raised is that the leg- 
islation of last week will result in waiving the 
State’s title to the Lake-Front and in giving 
the city anew park after the Exposition is over, 
but that nothing of so broad a nature was 
mentioned in the call for the special session, 
which specified all the subjects that could be 
acted on and thereby excluded all others. 

There is no reason to judge, however, that 
the Governor and his advisers will conclude 
that this justifies a veto. The title of the 
State to the submerged land may be reas- 
serted, if it seems best, at the regular session, 
and if the provision is unconstitutional it will 
not be affected. The park which the city will 
get if the directors the submerged lands— 
for it is conditional tion—is merely an 
incident which will grow out of the State’s 
grant of the use of thosé submerged lands for 
Exposition uses. The moment the filling is 
done, which is authorized by the State, some 
new and valuable property comes into exist- 
ence, which will remain after the Fair has 
passed away. Something has to be done with 
it. It has to be put to some use, and the Leg- 
islature therefore directs incidentally that it 
shall be a park forever. 

But if it should be held that the Legislature 
at its special session could not say what shall 
be done with this new-made land beyond the 
time when the Fair people move off it, then 
the provision would be void whether the 
Governor signed the bill or not. The city 
would get no more rights than it has now. 
The State would lose none. The next General 
Assembly, or the one that meets in 1893, 
could legislate to its heart’s content about 
these lands and decide who should have them 
after 1895. Therefore no harm would be done 
by signing the bill just as it stands. Should 
the matter find its way at any time into the 
Supreme Court the Judges would decide 
merely that a few words were surplusage, but 
that the rest of the law was as good as old 
wheat, since it came fully within the call. 

It would be a pity to veto unnecessarily a 
bill which meets as it stands with such gen- 
eral approval, and the passage of which has 
put the State to expense and the members of 
the Legislature to inconvenience. It would 
produce a bad effect abroad, and confirm the 
impression in some quarters that a site never 
will be found. The Governor will not endan- 
ger the success of the Fair for so slight a 
technicality. 

MR. POWDERLY’S INCONSISTENCY. 

-Some of Master-Workman Powderly’s de- 
liverances in recent communications to the 
Knights of Labor are quite remarkable. 
While claiming that the Knights must avoid 
partisanship Mr. Powderly is continually urg- 
ing them to take political action in one way or 
another. The United States Senate is a favor- 
ite object of attack with Mr. Powderly, and he 
is now urging the Knights to bend their efforts 
towards having members of that body elected 
by vote of the people. He alludes to Senators 
as “a lot of sleepy, drowsy, fat-headed old 
men snoring away their time in the Senate,” 
and says there are not more than four or five 
“whose first instinct is not to rob the plate as 
it passes by on Sunday.“ Mr. Powderly in- 
sists that if any one of these Senators should 
be permitted to take up the collection he 
should be made to carry a bell-punch. It will 
strike many people as singular that individ- 
uals afflicted with this Senatcrial somnolence 
and stupidity should nevertheless be danger- 
ous and crafty men against whom the utmost 
vigilance should be employed. 

Perhaps the union in the Senators of a 
malevolent spirit ahd seeming heaviness and 
stupidity of mind may be explained on the 
theory that many of their iniquitous and 
crafty schemes are worked out in unconscious 
cerebration during after-dinner naps or 
slumbers in the Senate. Only in some such 
way could they have devised the scheme with 
which they are charged by Mr. Powderly, of 
interesting the public in base-ball and divert- 
ing popular attention to the diamond field 
while they are bribing Legislatures and rob- 
bing the people right and left. Mr. Powderly 
alleges that this policy has been carried to 
such a point that the people are amused with 
games of ball to draw their attention away 
from poli:ical corruption, and “while a thief 
is sliding into the United States Senate we sit 
on the edge of a fence and shout, ‘ Slide, Kel- 
ly, slide!’” Surely there is no reason why 
the Knights of Labor or any other class of 
people should become so absorbed in their en- 
joyment of base-ball as to lose sight of the 
duties of citizenship and permit the nefarious 
schemes of politicians and monopolists to be 
carried out unchecked. There ought to be 
nothing in the great American ball game 
which can unfit either player or spectator from 


|} performing the duties of patriotism and keep- 


ing as vigilant a watch as may be needed on 
the performances of United States Senators. 
Perhaps if Mr. Powderly would say less about 
the sleepiness and fat-headedness of the Sena- 
tors the public would appreciate better the im- 
portance of keeping them under strict surveil- 
lance. It is true even at this day that 
many people mistrust a lean and hungry 
Cassius and prefer to have about them sleek- 
headed men who sleep well o’ nights. Learn- 
ing of the well-fed appearance of Senators 
and their somnolent tendencies of an 
afternoon other people besides members of 
the Knights of Labor may think it safe to hur- 
ry to the ball grounds and give themselves up 
wholly to the enjoyment of the National game. 
Such people cannot believe that scheming Sen- 
ators buy up clubs and resort to various de- 
vices to divert public attention to base-ball so 
that their own exploits may pass unnoticed. 


It is an old device to amuse and entertain the 
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ä — — substandé, but many 
people refuse to believe that fat and sleepy | 
Senators can carry out such schemes at the 
present day and use the National game as 
their instrumentality. Let Mr. Powderly re- 
paint his portrait of the Senators so as to give 
them the wideawake and crafty air of monop- 
olists and schemers and he may then incite the 
Knights of Labor and others to unceasing 
vigilance without depriving them of the de- 
lights of base-ball. 


THE COUNTY HOSPITAL INVESTIGATION. 

Notwithstanding the efforts of Chairman Ed- 
manson’s whitewashmg committee to cover 
up the facts and to mislead the public it has 
been demonstrated fully during the last week 
that the management of the Cook County 
Hospital is loose, inefficient, and scandalous ; 
that Warden Strain wittingly or unwittingly 
has violated the rules of the hospital and 
the law under which he holds his office; that 
persons not properly a charge on the county 
have been treated handsomely at the public 
expense, while patients who are properly 
charges on the county have been neglected 
grossly. 

Commissioner Schubert and his committee 
started in apparently with the intention of 
ridiculing the charges. They began with the 
examination of the Warden and his favorite 
subordinates, who denied everything in an off- 
hand manner. The examination was farcical. 
Mr. Strain was charged with habitual neglect 
of his duties. He met the accusation by say- 
ing that he had been absent but two whole 
days from the hospital. That was beside the 
question. Mr. Strain resides at the hospital 
with his family. He was not likely to stay 
away from his residence for any great period 
of time. The charge was that he did not 
spend much of any day at the hospital in the 
performance of his duties, but devoted him- 
self mostly to his political functions as Secre- 
tary of various political committees. This 
was not inquired into, 

It was alleged that persons not properly a 
charge on the county were treated specially 
and expensively at the hospital. The gravest 
part of this accusation was ignored. No in- 
quiry was made as to why a citizen of Cali- 
fornia, who, according to a Democratic paper, 
broke one of his limbs while he was drunk 
and during the period of his stay at a high- 
priced hotel, was received as a pauper patient 
at the county institution and given special 
privileges. No inquiry was made as to why 
patients of considerable wealth like Shan- 
non, Mrs. Robinson, Lamb, Nugent, and 
others were treated at the hospital at the ex- 
pense of the county. The Warden probably 
has not grasped yet the idea that the County 
Hospital is a public charitable institution, 
and that only paupers ought to treated 
there according to the law. It has been 
shown that others than paupers have been re- 
ceived and kept there. The charge that the 
poor and friendless patients have been treated 
badly has been sustained fully. The food 
has been insufficient. The nurses have been 
neglectful. The medicine has been poor in 
quality. The prescriptions of the druggists 
have been disregarded or compounded im- 
properly. 

Patients have been retained at the hospital 
after the period of their convalescence. Polit- 
ical bummers have been admitted. Healthy 
relatives of some of the subordinates have 
been fed there. 

Though the rules of the hospital are quite 
explicit on the subject, the members of the 
medical staff have charged the patients—sup- 
posed to be paupers”’—for medical attend- 
ance. Only one case, it is true, was proved, 
but only one physician was examined on that 
point. Had others been examined it would 
have been shown that the rule is ignored 
as utterly nowas when Dr. Murphy and Dr. 
Bridge violated it three years ago, when they 
claimed to be ignorant of its existence. No 
such plea can be set up now. 

Tomorrow Mr. Schubert and his associates 
of the committee, with the probable excep- 
tion of Mr. Allen, will present a report white- 
washing Strain. They will have to do that to 
protect themselves. Strain is their man. 
They put him where he is, knowing that he 
was not fit for the place. They removeda 
competent man to make way for Strain. 
Under Dr. John D. Ware the hospital was 
conducted properly, the rules were enforced, 
patients were treated well, and there were no 
complaints. The funds of the county were 
expended properly. Persons not paupers 
were not received, or if received were removed 
as soon as possible. Mr. Edmanson, Mr. 
‘Schubert, and most of their colleagues knew 
this, but they deliberately substituted Strain, 
who has been a conspicuous failure in 
every public position which he has held, for 
the then incumbent. The consequences might 
have been anticipated, But itis the old story. 
Whenever the Democrats have obtained con- 
trol in county affairs extravagance, jobbery, 
illegality, injustice, and demoralization have 
followed. The Schuberts and Edmansons are 
only a degree better than the McCaffreys, 
Schmidts, Wassermans, and Van Pelts, It is 
true that Republican administrations of county 
affairs have not been free from error. But on 
the whole the standard has been much higher 
than that of the Democratic officeholders. 


CAT’S-PAWS FOR MONEY-LENDERS. 

However ill-advised and absurd the ideas 
which are advocated by the Farmers’ Alliance: 
in South Carolina the appearance of a new 
and vigorous political movement in that State 
is an encouraging sign. Thousands of farm- 
ersin South Carolina without the fear of 
Bourbonism before their eyes have joined the 
alliance, which is said to be “‘as full of poli- 
tics as an egg is of meat.”

WILL THERE BE ANY FREE SUGAR? 

The McKinley bill contains the following 
proviso: 

Provided, Thatif an export duty hereafter shall be 
laid upon sugar or molasses by any country whence 
the same may be imported, such sugar or molasses 
so imported shall be subject to duty as provided 
by law prior to the passage of this act. 

Does this mean export duties not now im- 
posed but which may be after the passage of 
this act, or does it mean that, and also duties 
which are nowimposed and which remain in 
existence after the passage of the act? Is this 
equivalent to saying to a sugar-producing 
country, If from this time on your custom- 
houses collect export duties on sugar you will 
have to pay our old import duties ? It is one 
of those provisions which a Secretary of the 
Treasury and the courts can interpret which- 
ever way they please, without violating any 
rules regarding the construction of language. 

Supposing the second of these interpreta- 
tions should be adopted by the Secretary of 
the Treasury. Then little free sugar would 
find its way into American ports, because 
nearly all the countries whence raw sugars are 
imported levy export duties on that article. 
This is the case with the British West India 
Islands, and also with Cuba. By the treaty 
negotiated in 1883, but which the Senate failed 
to ratify, Spain agreed to lower the export duty 
to a sixth of a cent a pound. It could not take 
it off altogether, because the revenues from 
that source were pledged for the payment of 
certain bonds. 

So the Secretary of the Treasury might hold 
that Cuban sugars could not be admitted free 
unless the export duty were taken off, which 
Spain might be unable todo. But if the pro- 
viso were broadened so as to let in Cuban 
sugars with the lowest possible export duty, 
provided the ports of the island were thrown 
open to American food products and certain 
manufactures, then there would be free sugars

Consul Mizner at Last Sends an Unsatis- 
factory Dispatch to the Government, 

Wasurneton, D. C. Aug. 3.—[Special.]—At 
last Lansing B. Mizner, the United States Min- 
ister resident in Central America, has been 
heard from. The Department of State today 
received a telegraphic dispatch from him stat- 
ing that he was at a place called Menton in 
Guatemala, and that he was in communication 
with the commanders of the United States 
vessels Thetis and Ranger. 
Mizner stopped without saying a word about 
the bloody conflict supposed to be in progress 
between Guatemala and 
ported outbreaks against 
of Gen. Barillas which are said to be starting 
up in several provinces of Guatemala. He 
also failed to refer in any way to the recent 
seizure of arms on the Pacific Mail steamer 
Colina by the Guatemalan authorities, as to 
the facts of which he has been instructed to 
report by the department. 

The telegram came through Minister Ryan 
at Mexico. Minister Mizner’s silence as to 
all important particulars is thought to signify 
either that he had received none of the dis- 
patches sent him by the department.during 
the last two weeks, or else he is not allowed 
by the Guatemalan Government to send out 
the particulars of any of the internal affairs 
of the country at the present time. 

‘Lhe receipt of his dispatch gave the depart- 
ment his exact whereabouts, and he was again 
instructed by telegraph to inform the depart- 
ment fully as to the real situation in Central 
America, and also to report on the Colina 
case. The officers of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship company have furnished the State Depart- 
ment with a copy of their complaint made to 
the Guatemalan Government,

Charged with Substituting a Different and 
Cheaper Drug than That Called for by 
a Prescription from Dr. Plaum—The Ac- 
cused Protests His Innocence—Inter- 
views with the Parties—A Lake View 
Pharmacist to Undergo Investigation— 
The New Drug Aristol, 

It is evident that the druggists of this city 
are considerably worked up over the charges 
preferred before the State Pharmaceutical 
Board against one of their number. In yes- 
terday’s TUN appeared a dispatch from 
Springfield, in which it was stated that Dr. C. 
Plaum of Chicago accused Bodo Uhlendorf of 
substituting a different drug and also a 
cheaper one than was called for in a prescrip- 
tion given by the doctor to one of his patients. 

Dr. Plaum was seen bya Trisunz reporter, 
and his story, briefly told, is that he gave a 
woman a prescription calling for a salve com- 
pounded of six grains of aristol and sixty 
grains of vaseline. The patient returned in a 
few days and complained that it 
failed to do any good. The salve 
was shown the Doctor, who at once knew 
there was not atrace of aristol in it. The 
salve was a ish prem 9 i whereas the 
aristol powder mixture should have been a 
seal-brown color, and a sample was at once 
sent to Springfield to the State Board for 
—

8 was interviewed yesterday. Bodo 
Uhlendorf, the druggist, keeps a store at No. 
2506 State street Coon when questioned as to 
the truth of the doctor’s assertions, said:
